STRONG SQUADRON GOING TO EUROPE

WASHINOTON, Aug. 6.-—If the Navy de-
partment contemplates any further change
in the composition of the castern ggquadron
which was destined for a crulse to Spanikh
witers, the matter has not taken form aa
yel This statement applies to the com-
manders of the shipd of tlils squadron, as
well na to the ships themselves, and the
talk of sending Admiral Sampson o charge
of this eamtern sguadron, consequently, I1s
rather gpeculative at this time, O course
it 14 well understood that in the event peace
fa restored thore must he a complete re-

organization and  redistributing  of the
Unlted States naval forees, and this will
fnvolve undoubtedly the separation of the

commanders of high rank now
on duty in connnction with the north At-
Inntic fleet, oamely: Admiral  SBampson,
Commodors Watson, Commodore Schloy nnd
Commodore Howell. The north Atlantle
fleot comprises about a hundred vessols,
the most numeroug and powerful force ever
commanded by an American admiral.  Such
n glgantie force would not be maintained
on one statlon In time of peace.  Many of
the auxillary wvessels and the monitors,
which are unfit for general crulsing, will
bo retired from commission and Iald up in
the navy yard, or, 1o the case of the former,
will he sold. A sufficlent foree of the re-
maining vessels will be retained on the
north Atlantic station to malntaln It as
the mogt Important naval command. The
others are  to be distributed between the
wvarious other stations, Paclifie, Aslatle and
south Atlantie.

The Buropean statlon, which waz vacated
completely just prior to the declaration of
war, will be rehabllitated and for the sapke
of the moral effect lkely to result will re-
colve some of the most powerful and modern
ships in the American navy,

Creating o New Statlon,

It will ba posaible also, with the ships at
thn Navy dopartment’s disposal, (o carry out
a long cherigshed project for the creation of
& new station In the south Paclfie, with a
base probably at Valparalso or Callno. Under
this plan of reorganization therc will be
openings for several officors of flag rank and
thus It Is expected thut there will be less
friction than heretofore between these ofli-
cerd,  But with the exception of the eastern
squadron, the north Atlantie tleet is not to
be diminished ns long as the war contlnues.
More ¢learly than ever It is now percelved
10 bo the strong right arm of the country
and the naval ofMelals are congratulating
themselves that they were able to resist the
pressure brought to benr at one iime upon
them to expose this trememdous foree to
dissipation by profitless attacks upon forti-
fled ports. A distipgulshed naval officer to-
day ealled attention to the fact that most
gerious resulls might have followed the dis-
closure of the demoralization of our army
at Santlago bud not the navy been at hand
to protect it. Notwithstanding the best
efforts of censorghip over telegraph and
mails, it I8 belleved that the Spanish govern-
ment had pequired knowledge of the situn-
tion at Santiago, but was powerless to profit
by It for the reason that the navy blocked
the way and prevented the dispatch of rein-
forcements and supplies to the Spanish army
in Cuba, the lack of which obllged General
Torul to surrender.

Barker Suceecds Clark.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—A good deal of
concern is felt at the Navy department at
the breakdown of Captain Clark of the Ore-
gon. Not the slightest information has
renched here as to the nature of the cap-
tain's ilness; all that I8 known is that
Commodore Watsou, his Immediate superior,
ordered a medical board to examine him,
with the resull that he was condemned and
ordered home, 1t does not follow from this
that the captain’s collapse 18 permanent,
and his splendid physique and usually vigor-
ous health afford reasopable ground for the
bLelief that he will regain his bhealth in the
north. Captain Barker, who was in com-
munil of the Newark, hos been assigned to
the command of the Orogon in place of Cap-
tiain Clark. The vacaucy in the command of
the Newark has not been filled ar yor. Cap-
tain Barker wns one of the original mem-
bers of the Naval War board and in that
capacity rendered valunble services In pre-
paring the pnavy for the excellent work ac-
complished by It, He commanded the Ore-
gon while it was attached to the Pacifie
station, preceding Captaln Clark,

PRIESTS ARE To ne

“pme Treatment to Re Accorded Them
ne All Noncombatanis.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6. —Inasmuch ns it
hag been stated that  the atchbishop of
Manila has been directed by the vatican to
place himself and his clergy under the pro-
teotion of the American commanders, |t may
be =tated that such protection will be af-
forded on exactly the same terms and con-
dition® that it will be extended to the clergy-
men of all religlous denominations and to
ull noncombatants in Maniia and the re-
mainder of the Philippines. It Is known that
the Insurgents have particularly singled out
the Catholle clergy as the objects of thelr
vengeance, without doubt Inspited by the
powerful assistunce afforded to the Spanish
cause by the priests and friars In their of-
forte to repress the rebellion in its earlier
etages. However, so long ae the clergy re-
frain from taking up arms in the Spanish
catee, the American commanders, unval
and military, will afford them such protec-
tlon a8 the rules of civilized warfare re-
amire. Already General Merritt has been in-
striucted by cable to investigate reports that
wome monks were made prisoners by the in-
wurgetts pnd were about to be executed. This
report came to the War department from
Catholic sources and appears, according to
Consul Genoral Wildman's report, to have
been erroncous.  Still, had It turned out that
the insurgents were about to violate the
ruleg of eivillzation in thig fashion General
Merritt would have promptly and frmly in-
terposed, even though the result had been
to onuse o rupture between himself and the
Insurgents.

NEEDS A GOOD CLEANING UP

Santiago People Negloot the Most Necessary
Banitary Precautions,

RAINS THE ONLY STREET CLEANERS

Newapapers  Follow  Speedily the
Ameriean  Occupation = People
Who Fled Flocking Back
to the Ulty.

BANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 27.~(Corre-
spondence of the Assoclated Presa )—The
dirty condition of this clty, the heaps of
foitl refuse that cover the strects, the
mnlodorous alleys and the lack of sanitary
arrangements and drainage of any descrip-
tlen  are all matters that will require
remedying If thig 16 to become ah American
eity, It should be remembered that the
weeks of Blockade, the fear of bombardment,
the scarcity of food and the general de-
moralization existing in a besieged town
have done much to add to the conditions of
filth and poor sanitation that normally pre-
vanll. For generations the people have lived
regardless of the firet rules of hyglene; the
lower classes are ignorant of all precaus
tionary measnres and it is not surprising
when our American officers issue an order
through the elvil governor of Bantlago,
etating that all houses must be al once
thoronghly cleaned, inslde and out, the order
Is  Alsregardod. Orders are  constantly
isAued to the people to report at once the
death of any one in thelr houschold and
threats of fine and enforced lnbor ns a
punishment carry little weight, Extreme
measures will have to be taken to bring
nbout n proper condition of affairs in this
respect and it will take many months of
example aud stringent enforcement of regu-
latione to bring the people to an obgervance
of what Is clearly best for thelr health.

In the military hosplial of the city there
were on July 26 662 eases of the prevalent
malarial fever, 121 cases of dysontery, &6
cages of dlarrhoen, 274 casges of aenemoe
and 19 cases of yellow fever. The yellow
fever cnses are nll among the Spanish
egoldiers. A week ago there were slx cases
of this fever and among the totnl of nine-
teen cases thers have been slx deaths since
the American oceupation. S8ixteen of the
488 wounded Spanish soldlers In the hoa-
pital hove died since the United States
troops took pogsession of the town. To the
city of Santingo there (s this ndvantage
from the rains of the wet season: The
water rushes down the steep streets and
sweeps away all manner of refuse and
rubblish. Flushing the streets as the rains
o I8 like flushing the sewers In an Ameri-
can clty.

Newspnpers Siarvting Up.

Since July 1 and until July 23 this city
was without a dally paper. On July 23 the
Espectador made 118 first appearanes and
printed the full Spanish text of Presl-
dent MceKinley's proclamation to the people
of Cuba. The Espectador s runping o
gerles of artlcles on New York City, this
subject. belng supposedly of prime interest
to its readers at this time. A three-column
article on the Ingeriptiong of the Egyptian
obelisk in Central park appears in the last
jsgue and the publisher promises the Dec-
laration of Independence of the United
States In the near future. Bspectador en-
joys the distinetion of being the only Span-
tsh paper published in this island free of
Spanish eensorship.

A newspaper printed in Spanish and Eng-
lish Is promlsed soon, and Compnny ¥ of
the Thirty-third Michigan volunteer infan-
try has brought out a paper called Company
' Enterprise, which i8 the first American
paper published in the city of Santlago de
Cuba,

Already the enterprising American 18
present. There s around town a ragged
man with a smattering of Spanish who has
turned several dollara by buying up swords
and machetes from Spaninrds and the city
pawnshops to sell them again to American
relie hunters,

There I8 the man with capital to Invest
who awalts but a sure and remunerative
opportunity, and there is the man who buys
up bargalns In Amerlcan horse flesh from
sick or wounded officers going home, hoping
to sell the animals at a profit, The first
steamer from the United States has brought
many men to look over this new field for
busipess opportunities, and there will be
Amerlean sharpness and enterprise pitted
agninst the Cubnn and Spaniard. If San-
tiago prospers aud money 18 easy there will
be a good field here for the gambler and
his outfit, If the laws will allow him to
operate, With prosperity and a good hotel
there is promise in Saontiego of a wide open
town that will be a sure attraction to men
of a certaln stamp.

The arrival of so many strangers in Son-
tiago during the last two weeks hos taxed
the town's gccommodations, which were
pnever ample, to the utmost, The lack of
anything llke proper hoteéls and restaurants
will continue to be a detriment to the city
untll some one with & koowledge of what
Americans want steps in and opens a hotel.
h Muny Strangers Coming In,

Tha Anglo-American club of Santlago, an
Institution founded over three yeurs ago by
the English speaking residents of this place,
has beewy the salvation of many Awmericans
since the occupation. The e¢lub affords a
limited number of cool, clean rooms to
American oMcers and correspondents, Many
of Santlpgo's American visitors will remem-
ber most gratefully the club's cool garden
and the stone paved shower Dbath, Sinee
three days after the occupntion the club has
served meals and, while what is caten comes
mostly in cans, the long white table set
twice @ day with chinn plates and bottles of
wine has been a most welcome sight to
many an officer who has ridden in from the
front to experlence the novel sansation of a
clvillzed meal. Old friends meet st this
common center and the Aghting of the 1st,
2d and 84 of July Is told and told agaln by
men who were on the right or the left, or
who came up late. Naval officers from the
ships have come to the club dinner and then
thelr brother offeers from the field hear
tales of what the ships have done.

Mauy of the refugees from Santiago and
the eastern end of Cuba, who slipped over
to Jamaica during the troublous tlmoes, are
coming back. Opportunities to do 8o are
scarce, however, as sleamers are pot fre-
quent from Jamalen, but slowly the town is
filling up and the country people are coming
in to buy certain necessities, But their
money 18 not plentiful as yet. They de-
pend upon the crops of sugdr and coffee and
tobacco and until agricultural work 18 re-
sumed and the money that was sent back Lo
Spain for safe Keeping durlpg the war Ands
Its way back to Cubn under an assured con-
fidence In the future, money will not be as
easy as It was lo the old days,

There I8 much talk In dwn of the ex-
orbitant prices churged by gtorelicepers for
clothing, food and drink. Prices are today
three and four times as high as they should
be. Storekeepers sre charging at the rate
of two American dollars for what sold
formerly for ane sllver Spanish dollar. It
bhas Leen found necessary to ordain  that
bread sball not be sold for more tham 20
pents silver per pound and the anpounces
meut that there will be establislied soon an
American bakery, to sell bread st prices
prevalling in New York ls received with de-
light.

A pieture of great Interest to people who
enjoy palntings and to those who ke to
observe the way In which a master works
Is the unfiniahed picture—No, 216—by the
noted Spanigh palnter, Marlapo Fortuny,

1t l& very badly placed In the middle of
the cast rotunda so that the light glares
upon 1t and one is obliged to stand imme-
dintely over It In order to gee It, but it more
than repays one for the effort, The picture
{s painted with all the sparkle, brilllancy
and prodiglous dexterity which characterize
Fortuny's work. 1In the foreground a young
woman in a tralling gowt which falls in
graceful folds is dancing the enticing Flem-
Ish dance.

This dance—the “finmanco’’— {8 probably
a reminiscence of the early part of the six-
teenth century when Spaln wag ruled by the
Emperor Charles V, who had been born and
bred in the Netherlands and who Introduced
many Flemish customs in Spaln. The gyp-
nies dance It and the Inimitable Calve stud-
fed 1t In Spalon and dances It with such
charm and seduction in Carmen.

The dancing girl {8 paloted with wonder-
ful facility and with the core and finlsh of
a Melgsonier, obtalned by an astonishingly
small expenditure of work. The figure s
Ml of movement, the hands are painted fo
suggest motion aa only a master can do 1t,
the face I8 as exquisite as a minlature, yet
the other flgures are but little more than
suggested, with two or three spots of color
to Indicate where the man Is to be painted.
Bt with such absolute knowledge and skill
hos the palnter placed these three or four
strokes of the brush that we know the color
and texture of iz clothes and the position
ho will have when finished,

The background 1s a gray wall with green
trees and vines covering half of it; a large
hapdsome jar, some potted plants in bloom
nre just agalnst the wall, while in the fore-
ground is indicated the ecorner of a foun-
taln and the formal pavement of a garden.
FPerhaps this wos palonted in the court of his
Moorigh  palace In Granada, where the
paloter spent the vears 1870-72 reveling in
rich color effects and palnting In the Alham-
bra.

Fortuny loved light and color and what-
ever shone—arms, falences, glass, marblea,
bronzes, ete. His effects of full sunlight
falllpg upon white walle relieved by trans-
parent shadows wre nlmost magleal. His
touch was nervous and distinguished. Some
one has sald that his “pictures have no
depth of sentiment and the human belngs
are not more lmportant than the Inanimate
objects. Al s superficlal, but far from
prosale, and the barbaric splendor of the
effect dazzles and smazes the sight. For-
tuny's style was distinctively his own and
although he has mnny followers and imi-
tators today his manual skill has not been
equaled by any modern painter. One can
no more compare him to Millet, the prim-
itive poct and painter of the struggle of
the humble man with his labor, than one
can compare the polished Theophile Gautier
with Charles Dickens. His passionate de-
light In the pleasures of the eve wus the
first and most uecessary gift of the true
paluter which he possessed; he had a close
sympathy with the physieal part of life,
which the ancient Greeks felt, but which
many paluters of today have lost In thelr
effort 1o be literary or to be sensational.

At the Stewart sale in March several of
Fortuny's pictures were sold for very large
sums. Mr., Clark of Montana bought “The
Posing of the Model"—one of the master-
pleces of this prestidigitator of the brush—
for $70,000. And yet Fortuny was but 36
years old when he died in Rome In 1874!

From a poor boy in Reus—In Catalonla—
he had risen to be one of the most famous,
most courted artists of his day. His mag-
nificent studio in Rome wns the center of a
brilliant artistic group, among whom were
Meissonler, Gerome and Regnault, the
French painter and patriot, who, at the age
of 30, when he lald down his life for his
country, was dalready famous as an artiat.
Regnault In writing of his first visit at Far-
tuny's studio said: "1 spent the day before
yesterday at Fortuny's. What water colors
and what oll paintings! He is the master
of us all.*’ ETHEL EVANS.
